Work Of Hongkong Branch — 
Reviewed At Meeting 


His Excellency the Governor, Sir Gooffry Northcote, and

After the meeting hud been de- 
clared open, the following review of 
the work carried out during 1038, 
was read by Major Brazier; 

‘During the year ‘under review, 82 
girls and children have been helped 
in the Home, not ‘Including the 
juvenile. offenders, For convenience 
the statistics that our friends have 
been provided, with are given under 
different headings, which, may need 
a little explanation—Home cases, Le. 
xirls received for a long period some~- 
times covering several years; assisted 
vases, those who only need temporary 
help for a month or less; children, 
Ibttte ones of 10 years or under, 

The complete accommodation — for 
inmates has by carerul re-adjustment 
been Inerensed from 40 to 56, making 
it possible to reserve 26 beds for the 
juvenile offenders received via the 
Police Courts, the remaining accom- 
medation being used for oases from 
the Secretary for Chinese Affairs or 

. other sources, 
. On account of the various reasons 
tor admission it Js necessary {o make 
some attempt ‘at olassifcition, This 
year It has been ineroasingly dificult 
) t@.aecommodate those undar our care 
"on. account of the number of 
juveniles, of 13 to 10 years of age, 
who were not in a ft. condition 
physienlly or morally to mix with the 
ordinary ,inmates 

To meet the need of isolation for 
these cases, four of the rooms wt the 
bottom of the garden hive been 
used as on isolation block. These 


———_-_rooms..provide_ sleeping accommoda, 


tion for 13 girls and one employee, 
the fourth room serving as a small 
day room in wet weather, When fine, 
these girls {ake meals, ete.,'{n that 
part of the garden reserved for them. 
In: the malin’ building the accom- 
modnation js again divided, the re- 
muinder of the juvenile offenders 
occupying. the ground floor, using 
pathroom, ete., on that floor, The 
girls and children received from the 
Secretary for Chinese Affairs land 
other sources have their sleeping 
upartments and workroom upstairs. 
The fact that united famtly prayers 
are conducted morning und evening 
and real Salvation Army meetings, 
with plenty of singing, are held on 
Sundays, docs much to maintain ao 
yood spirit in the Home. When dis- 
cipline Js resented, the power of the 
love of God never falls, ind some on 
the remand side, who at first rebelled 
at the loss of their freedom’ for a 
few months, have asked to be given 
a lonver chance when their time of 
detentlon has expired. Such cascs 
hove been transferred upstairs. 


Examples Quoted 


Over three years ago, a 14-year- 
old. juvenile offender was committed | 
to the Home for four months deten- 
“thn on a charge of lurceny. She 
served her time and at her own ree 
quest was transferred to the other 
side of the .Home. A completely 
changed life, she is now responsible 
for the, marketing and other such 
commissions for the Home. .”

These youngsters, usually 8 to J3 
years of age, are the most clever 
perverters of the truth; having been 
taught exactly what to say by the 
older people who employ them, who, 
as investigation nearly always proves, 
are either their own parents or ‘re- 
tutivest_ 

To prevent these youngsters, who 
are just tools in the hands of their 
unscrupulous elders, from becoming 
confirmed Inw-breakers’ several have 
been commtted to the care of the 
Home for several years, under the 
Juvenile Offenders Ordinance, 1932. 
They are smart little kiddies {and 
worthy of all the help that can be 
given them, . a’ 

The history of some of the girls 
before they enter the Home reveals 
stories of untold mental and .physicat 
suffering. : : 

Father having taken a second wife, 
lif¢ became unbearable for the 
motherless child of the first wife, 
Only 13 ycars of age, she was sent to 
work as the unpaid drudge in another 
housdhold. Overworked, she brake 
down physically’ ond . was’ ‘fdmitted 
into hospital, and there pronounced 
Incurable with an enlarged and 
overstrained heart. . 

‘The case came to the notice of the 
Sceretary for Chinese Affalrs ‘who 
made a request for the child to be 
received into this Home. She was a 
brave little sufferer, but six months 
jJater it was only too evident we 
could not keep her long. She was 
readmitted to hospital, and two 
weeks -“lnter- we-laid that- tired -Htlle 
body to rest in the Christlan ceme- 
tory, ; 


Child Ticd and Beaten 


A report was made to the Pollce 
that a little child was tled up and 
being unmercifully beaten by her 
mother in a certain back-yard, As a 
result nn investigation was made, 
and the child found still tled to o 
water pipe. 

The woman was given three 
months in prison to cool her temper. 
That little four-year-old victim of 
her cruelty, is now the youngest, but 
one of the happiest members of our 
famlly, 

Although recognised as a Home for 
Women and Girls, we really have no 
fixed oge limit, It is interesting to 
note, the oldest inmate admitted Jost 
year was 83 years of age—our 
youngest, a baby just four days old! 

The otd lady, a Shanghal refugee, 
had twice been rendered homeless 
by the Japanese bombing outrages—- 
first in. Shanghai and later in Shekii. 
she: fhad been 
compelled, for sevenal nights before 
she was brought to the Home, to 
sleep on the streets. After she had 
been with us for six weeks, a friend 
came forward and «volunteered to 
necept the responsibility of her, 

Another very .pathetic victim of 
the Jfpanese alr-raids is our little 
cleht-year-old ‘girl-‘who has to face 
life sadly handicapped by the loss of 
both her logs. : . 
“A nine-year-old beagar girl 
presented rather a diMfcult problem 
to the Kowloon Magistrate, there be- 
ing no home for the ‘blind in Hong- 
kong able to receive her. To solve 
the problem we decided to admit the 
child {nto this Home’ until we could 
make some arrangement for her.

Driven to Prostitution 

Economic causes the world over 
drive women and girls into prositu- 
tlon, but thut they, should drive 
children of from 12 upwards Into it 
is a terrible indictment of conditiors 
prevailing in Hongkong. We ‘arc 
faced with the urgent need “of a 
separate . Home , for these child 
prostitutes, a Home suitably. equipped 
where the girls who are being rescued 
from the life of’ prostitution ‘can ‘re 
ceive the medical treatment they re- 
quire and where they can‘be helped 
back to a normal fife. The girls 
need helping physically, morally and 
spiritually, and they also need to 
Jearn some means by which they con 
Rae a living other than by prostitu- 
tion. ae 
The V. D, Clintcs are doing, 3 
splendid work, but if there is no 
other hope for a girl but to attend 
the clinic _and_carryon_at the same 
tlme, the Clinic, a3 far as she is.con- 
cerned, is a waste of public moncy. 

This Home has donc tts best ta try 
and solve the problem, but our 
accommodation and equipment for 
dealing with the numbers that ‘need 
our help is wholly inadequate. The 
danger of receiving young girls, full 
of disease, into:one small Home to- 
gether with ordinary juvenile olfen- 
ders and girls who know nothing of 
the life of prostitution, cannot be 
over emphasised, . 

We are happy to do the work if we 
van be given the facilities, and that 
It Js a work needs doing and is worth 
doing must be obvious to ‘all. 

Desplte the extra number of caser 
helped, our. hearts pralse God for the 
provision, He has made for tae 
Home's need during a year when’ the 
public of Hongkong have hud many 
counter calls upon its practical sym- 
pathy. Old friends have not failed 
us, and now. frlends have come to our 
assistance. a

The help . received from the 
Colonial Government has done much 
to make the continuance of the worl 
possible, The Home girls, by, thelr 
industry, have’ contributed $1,793.01 
towards thelr own support.

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Anglo-French Friendship 


T is employing ‘no .conventional 
figure of speech to affirm that 
at the present moment not only the 
Governments but also the peoples 
of Grewt Britain and France are 
united by: a friendship more in- 
timate and more vordial. than at any 
previous ‘period in thei lony his- 
tory. If any testimony were 
uecded it would be found in the 
spontaneous and warm welcome 
which last night greeted the arrival 
in London‘of the French President, 
M. Lebrun, and. his wife, 

To-day, cordinlity .between the 
French and British peoples needs no 
emphasising. It has been ‘born of 
common sacrifices in the past and 
a common Interest for the future. 
Yet these things are not foremost 
in the minds of the crowds that last 
night welcomed London's. dis- 
tingtiished visitors. The heart of 
“the” Emplre hag” shown its” homage 
to a President and his wife ‘who 
symbolise in their own persons the 
highest virtues and rectitude, 

That the visit hag not also, its 
political sfgnificance it would be 
foolish to pretend, but its political 
purposes , tre subordinute — to 
the fact that M. Lebrun and his 
wife are returning the visit which 
Their Majesties made to the French 
capital last year. Primarily, the 
events in London during the three- 
day visit will be a demonstration 
and a pledge of the friendship be- 
tween two nations that have been 
drawn closer together in recent 
years by o community of sentiment 
and of interest. Secondly, but even 
more important in yltimate conse- 
quences, is the firm conviction that 
from this friendship may come a 
‘stronger basis for peace in troubled 
Europe. _Every aspect of the cele- 
brations affords a guarantee of 
closer co-operation in conciliation, 


‘No happier result could come | 


from the visit of the French Pre- 
sident than that it should offer that 
assurance for the future which ‘the 
democracies of Europe seck. These 
things will be the concern of M. 
Bonnet, the French Foreign Minis-

DESPERADOES CAUGHT 


Police Mobile. Search 
Unit Commended - 


Charged with unlawful "possession 
of two revolvers, {en rounds of am~ 
munition and ‘a dagger, at Ping Shan 
on February 5, four Chinese males 
were sentenced’ by Mr. Justice R. E. 
Lindsell at the Criminal Sessions 
yesterday to three years’ imprison- 
-ment with hard Inbour. 

The men were Mok Yul-yuen, Li 
Yan-tin, Li Hing-chau and Li Kwong. 
All but Lt Hing-chau plended guilty. 
It was slated that a Mtth man, Li 
Ming, was also arrested with the 
gang, but he had escaped from 
custody at’ Kowloon Star .Ferry on 
February 18 and had not since been 
found. 

Mr. M, J. Abbott prosecuted for 
the Crown .yesterday, and the case 
was heard before the following Jury. 
Messrs. G. W. -Cooper | (Foreman), 
Pan Sha-feng, Chan Yi-tscung, R. 
abe Gerrard, A, S, Banker 
and R. Mannlac. 

After Mr, Abbott had’ outlined the 
case, Sergt. W. Rothwell gave cvi- 
dence that he was In charge of a 
mobile search unit between vingsha 
and Sheungshui on the day in ques- 
tion. About 8.30 p.m. he noticed five 
Chinese walking towards his vehicle, 
which he stopped. He got out and 
challenged the men, and his party 
proceeded to search them. Two-of 
them threw away objects which later 
proved to be a dagger and a revolver, 
and one other dagger was found. 
Both revolvers were londed.. Li 
Hung-chou was in the middle of the 
Group, but he had no weapons on him,

‘THREE YEARS SENTENCE 


STATED TO have been the dupe of a gang of heroin pill” 


makers, Tang Mei-foon, on 18-year-old girl, was sent to gaol for 
three years by the Chief Justice, Sir Atholl MacGregor, this morn- 
ing. Tang was found guilty of having been in chargo of the biggest 
heroin pill factory: uncarthed in Hongkong for some years. 


The charge against her was 
unlawful possession of 16 ounces 
of morphine, 286,300 heroin pills 
and 1,800 ounces of a pink mass 
containing heroin wit Ngau Tam 
Mei village, New Territories, on 
February 26, 

Mr, J. B. Prentis, Assistant Crown 
Solieltor, conducted the case for the 
Crown, and the Hon. Mr. Leo 
WAlmada e Castro (instructed by 
Leo dtAlmada & Co.), appeared for 
accused, who pleaded not guilty. The 
following Jury was empanelled.— 
Messrs, C, E, White (Foreman), Choy 
Ping-san, J. C. V. Ribciro, ‘Tong Sik- 
ming, Tam Shing-foon, Law Kwong- 
chan, and J. M. Abraham, 


RAID DESCRIBED 


Deseribing the raid which he = 
ried out on the house with “the 
Government monopoly analyst, H. A 
Taylor, Revenue Officer Stephens 
sald ‘Tang and an old woman were 
the only occupants of the house. In 
a locked room was found a large 
quantity of heroin pill making para- 
phernatia and when asked for the 
key, the girl said she did not have 
one. In her room, however, were 
found two bunches of keys which 
fitted every room in the house, In- 
eluding the locked room, 

Stephens told Mr. d’Almada thut 
he was disappointed at finding only 
the girl in the house and attributed 
the non-appearance of others to the 
fact that half an hour before, ‘police 
had raided another house fn the vil- 
lage In connection with an 
robbery, and were still then continu- 
ing their investigations. The girl's 
hands, he said, bore no pint stains 
usually found on the hands of heroin 
pill makers. 

Giving details of the pill-making 
equlpment found in the room, Taylor 
said that in addition to the 286,300 
pills found there was enough heroin 
and pink muss In the room for al~ 
most half a million pills. The 
amount of drugs and other in- 
geedients for making pills found In 
the room was over 50U Ib. 

Giving evidence from the box, the 
girl sald she had come from the Sun 
Wu! district to the New Territories 
a_yeur_ago_and had been living with 
her parents and sister and” brother. 
Her father had leased the house and 
sub-lct most of the rooms to about 
10 men whom she did not’ know. 
She had never been in ‘the rooms 
where the pills were found and did 
not know what {it contained. She 
was ulso not aware that the keys in 
her possession opened. the door to 
that room. :
